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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 24 - 26, 28, 30, 32, 40, 43, 44, 46, 48, 49, and 51 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JSbsis (USPN 4,805,623 - cited by Applicant). 
Jobsis teaches a spectrophotometric device and method for measuring NIR spectra 
including cyctochrome oxidase, water, and hemoglobin contributions from a subject 
(including brain tissue) and processing the spectra to extract data related to these 
analytes for additional evaluation. Applicant's attention is drawn to the "Methodology" 
and "Preferred Embodiments" sections of the specification and Figure 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 24, 29, 31,41, 45, 47, and 50 - 54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as 
being unpatentable over Chance et al. (USPN 5,873,821 - cited by Applicant). Chance 
et al. (Figs. 15, 22 - 24) teach spectrophotometric systems and methods for performing 
NIR measurements of brain tissue of a subject which are suitable for measuring 
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hemoglobin, water, and endogenous pigments (column 20, lines 22 - 67) but does not 
particularly teach that cytochrome oxidase is evaluated. However, cytochrome oxidase 
was a well-known endogenous pigment at the time of the invention. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify Chance et 
al. to include analysis of cytochrome oxidase, since Chance et al. suggest that their 
invention is suitable for such measurement. Further, with regard to claims 31 and 47, 
Chance et al. disclose a tungsten light source instead of the claimed quartz halogen 
light source. However, these are merely alternate equivalent NIR light sources. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
modify Chance et al. to substitute a quartz halogen light source for the tungsten light 
source, since it has generally been held to be within the skill level of the art to substitute 
alternate equivalent expedients. With regard to claims 52 and 53, it would have been 
within the skill level of the art to include band pass filters in the optical system of 
Chance et al. since inclusion of a well known element in a system to perform its 
intended function, that is, band pass filters to block transmission of unwanted 
wavelengths to a detector, is generally held to be within the skill level of the art.
